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PREFACE 


Harry W. Bass, Jr. was a born collector. Like the writer and so many of you reading this catalogue, it 
was a part of his being. Means usually limit a collector, either quantitatively or qualitatively. Born to 
wealth and an excellent businessman in his own right, this was not a problem for Harry. In a curious way 
though, for him it was its own restricting factor. Harry W. Bass, Jr. was not a frivolous man. His collecting 
pursuits had to be justified. Initially he was drawn to coin collecting because of the investment potential 
he saw there. Before long, his innate love of history and a probing inquisitive mind took over. 

Doing the research and knowing the facts - the more the better - was a key to his success in the 
business world and Harry Bass was no less diligent in his avocations. Over three decades he built three 
remarkable numismatic collections: United States pattern coins, United States paper money and, closest 
to his heart, United States gold coins by date and die variety/die state. But first he had to learn everything 
about them! 

And so the library came into being. Harry Bass became a veritable numismatic literature vortex. A 
numismatic book here, a hundred there, a thousand somewhere else. He bought entire numismatic li¬ 
braries, attended major auctions and purchased widely from the numismatic literature dealers of the day. 
The sale at hand, and the three to come, reflect the success he achieved. He was also a generous, thought¬ 
ful man. A great many numismatic volumes of the highest importance were given to the American Nu¬ 
mismatic Society when he was alive and many more were presented to the Society after his death. An 
excellent numismatic reference library was also set aside for the Harry W. Bass, Jr. Research Foundation, 
where his numismatic collections will be held for the benefit of present and future researchers and schol¬ 
ars. 

Nonetheless, the American numismatic books, auction catalogues and periodicals to be sold comprise 
a remarkable offering. Peruse the pages at hand and be assured that the sales to come will be at least as 
impressive. We have quoted Randolph G. Adams before and do so now: 

/ wish some industrious person would write a book on the immense debt that civilization owes to 

the man who amasses books, if he never does anything else. 

Harry Bass did much “else” in his life but numismatic bibliophiles will forever owe him an immense 
debt of gratitude. He bought and preserved untold numbers of books and catalogues when few cared and 
many thought them unsaleable “junk.” Some of the treasures presented here and some of those to come 
in future sales would surely have perished or have suffered serious deterioration were it not for his careful 
stewardship. 

Harry Bass had no desire to be lionized. He went about his business quietly and privately. That he was 
the greatest numismatic philanthropist of our time remains unknown to many in the numismatic world. 
When his collections are published it will become clear that he was among the greatest coin collectors this 
country has ever produced. His American numismatic library, in terms of overall depth and importance, 
may well be the finest ever dispersed. To term it a “once in a lifetime” opportunity is hardly an exaggera¬ 
tion.

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LINK TO QUTENBERG 


Most of us know that printing was 
invented by Johann Gutenberg in 
Mainz, Germany around 1440. Books 
were being printed from carved 
wooden blocks for many centuries, 
but Gutenberg’s invention of movable 
metal type was the key to a process 
which for almost 500 years was solely 
responsible for an astounding and 
geometrical increase in knowledge 
and learning worldwide. Although 
perfectly logical, it is somewhat ironic 
that the computer, one of the even¬ 
tual results of all this knowledge, is 
now responsible for making its pro¬ 
genitor obsolete. Because they are 
older, most of the books in this cata¬ 
logue were produced from metal type, 
whereas the catalogue itself, like al¬ 
most all contemporary printed mate¬ 
rial, is the product of the computer 
and usually the lithographic process. 

Every numismatist or bookman 
worthy of the name has a sense of his¬ 
tory, otherwise he becomes a mere 
accumulator. And I don’t think any¬ 
one has a better sense of history than 
George Kolbe, which is probably why 
he asked me to print the letterpress 
bookplates you’ll find in the Bass 
books listed herein. He also asked me 
to print the cover of this catalogue but 
various technical problems made this impractical, so I did the next best thing: I set it up in type and pulled 
reproduction proofs which were then photographed and used to print the cover by offset lithography. 

Most people under 40 have never seen a piece of metal type. If you’re reading this your curiosity may 
have been piqued, so I include a photo of the type form from which the cover was produced. What it 
portrays really is a direct link to Gutenberg and one of the most significant events in the history of Western 
civilization. It is also something which is no longer commonly seen and likely to disappear entirely in the 
not too distant future.

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ft <BRIEF GLOSSARY OF c BOOK TERMS 


Addendum (plural Addenda) - Material to be included in 
a book after the text has been typeset. It may be printed 
separately at the beginning or end of the text or it may be 
printed on a separate slip of paper. 

Appendix (plural Appendices) - Matter that is subordinate 
to the text of a book, printed immediately following the 
text. 

Armorial - A binding or bookplate featuring the coat of 
arms of a prior owner. 

As Issued - A term used to emphasize that a book is in its 
originally issued condition and format. 

Atlas folio - The largest folio size, 17 x 26 inches. 

Backstrip - The spine or backbone of a book. 

Bibliography - 1) The study of books as physical objects; 
2) A list of books on a particular topic; 3) A list of works 
consulted by an author. 

Bibliophile - A lover of books. Literally, a friend of books 
and usually a collector of them. 

Black Letter - Also Gothic. A general term used to de¬ 
scribe the group of heavy scripts which developed in Eu¬ 
rope in the twelfth century. 

Blindstamping - A design and/or lettering impressed on 
the covers of a book without the use of gold or color. 

Boards - The sides of a book, usually made of very heavy 
cardboard. 

Bookplate - A printed label designating ownership, usu¬ 
ally pasted in the inside front cover of a book. 

Book Sizes - See Format. 

Bound Book - A book with the boards attached to the con¬ 
tents before it is covered with cloth or leather. The term 
usually includes modern cased books. 

Broadside - In strict terms, a sheet of paper printed only 
on one side. 

Calf - Leather made from the hide of a calf with a smooth 
finish. Naturally light tan in color but often dyed various 
colors. The most common leather used to bind books. 


Cased Book - A book for which the boards and their cov¬ 
ering material have been manufactured beforehand, usu¬ 
ally in quantity. The contents are held together by a strip of 
cloth (the mull or super) glued to the spine and then to the 
inside of the boards. 

Clamshell Box - A protective box which completely en¬ 
closes a book. Usually, the spine is made to resemble that 
of a book. 

Condition - The current state of preservation. Determi¬ 
nation of condition is at best an inexact art. Completeness, 
unless stated otherwise, may always be assumed. The con¬ 
dition of the binding is usually noted first and, if the con¬ 
dition of the contents is different, a note to that effect fol¬ 
lows. Most modern books are assigned a single descriptive 
term within which condition of the covers and contents 
are encompassed. The usual designations of condition are: 
As New/Mint - A book as bright and crisp as the day 
it was made, with no signs of wear or defects. 

Very Fine - Nearly new, with minimal signs of use or 
wear. In practical terms the finest condition in which 
an older book may be found. 

Fine - A nice clean copy, with only slight signs of use 
or wear. 

Very Good - Some wear but without serious defects. 
Good - An average used and worn book, complete. 
Reading Copy - Poor condition but usable. 

Contemporary - When applied to bindings, annotations, 
etc., the term means accomplished at or near to the time 
when the book was published. 

Cropped - A book whose margins have been severely 
trimmed by the binder. Usually, the text has been affected. 

Deckle Edge - The rough uneven edge of paper made by 
hand, caused by the pulp flowing between the frame and 
deckle of the paper mold. The deckle is the band which 
confines the paper in the mold during its manufacture. 

Dentelle-A French term meaning lace. In bookbinding it 
is used to describe a border with a lacy pattern usually ap¬ 
plied to the inner edges of a book in gilt. 

Diced - A term used to describe a pattern of diamonds or 
small squares impressed in blind on the leather covers of a 
book. 
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Disbound - A book lacking its original, or later, binding. 

Doublure - A lining of tooled leather, watered silk or vel¬ 
lum affixed to the inside covers of a book. 

Dust Jacket (or Dust Wrapper) - The paper covering, usu¬ 
ally printed and often in color, which is wrapped around 
the covers of a book to protect it from wear and soiling. 

Edges - The three outer edges of the leaves of a book. 

Elephant Folio - An obsolete book size, usually 23 x 14 
inches. 

Endpapers - The leaves of paper added to the front and 
back of a book by the binder. The outer leaf is pasted to the 
inside covers and is termed the pastedown. The inner leaf 
or leaves are termed free endpapers. 

Engraving - An illustration or decorative device printed 
intaglio from a metal plate or in relief from a woodblock. 

Erratum (plural Errata) - Errors made by the printer or 
author, discovered after the book has been printed, some¬ 
times also called corrigenda. Often printed on a separate 
slip of paper which is inserted or tipped into the book. 

Ex Library - A book once in an institutional library with 
some or all of the appurtenant identification markings. 

Ex Libris - See Bookplate. 

Flyleaf - In strict terms, an added blank leaf immediately 
following the free front endpaper but often used to describe 
the free front endpaper itself. 

Folio - See Format. 

Foredge - The outer edge of a book, parallel to the backstrip 
or spine. 

Format - In common terms, the size and shape of a book. 
In bibliographic terms it is employed to indicate the size of 
a book determined by the number of times that the printed 
sheets composing it have been folded, as follows: 

Folio - Each printed sheet is folded once. 

Quarto - Each printed sheet is folded twice. 

Octavo - Each printed sheet is folded three times. 

The methods of folding smaller format books often differ, 
so no standard formula can be given. Since in the early days 
of printing the size of the printed sheet differed greatly, 
numerous terms were employed, usually different in each 
country, to describe these subdivisions of size. Modern 
books are more uniform in size and the following terms 
are those most often employed: 

Folio (F°) Over 13 inches or 33 centimeters tall. 


Quarto (4to)- Over 11 inches or 28 centimeters tall. 
Octavo (8vo)- Over 8 inches or 20 centimeters tall. 
Duodecimo (i2mo)- Over 7 inches or 18 centimeters 
tall. 

Sextodecimo (i6mo)- Over 6 inches or 15 centime¬ 
ters tall. 

Vigesimoquarto (24mo)- Over 5 inches or 13 centi¬ 
meters tall. 

Trigesimosecundo (32mo)- Over 4 inches or 10 cen¬ 
timeters tall. 

Foxed - A term describing paper which is discolored or 
stained, usually with brownish yellow spots. It is caused by 
chemical impurities in the paper. 

Frontispiece- An illustration almost always facing the title. 

Full Bound - A book entirely covered in one material, usu¬ 
ally leather. 

Galleys - Long sheets of paper bearing proofs of unpaged 
type composition. 

Gathering (or Section, Signature, or Quire) - The group 
of leaves formed after the printed sheet has been folded to 
the size of the book but before it is combined in proper 
sequence with its fellows for bindings. 

Gilt Edges - Book edges which have been trimmed smooth 
and covered with gold leaf. Rarely, untrimmed page edges 
are found gilt. The gold leaf serves to seal the page edges 
and prevents dust and foreign matter from soiling the pages. 
Often only the top edge is gilt. 

Goatskin - See Morocco. 

Gold Leaf - The traditional material used to letter book 
spines, for gold tooling and for gilding page edges. 

Gold Tooling - The impression of a design applied by 
hand with heated metal tools upon gold leaf that has been 
laid on the cover or spine of a book. 

Grained Leather - Tanned animal skin which has been 
treated to accentuate the natural grain or which has been 
impressed with metal dies to produce an artificial grain, 
usually that of a more expensive leather. 

Gutter Margins - The inner margins of facing pages of a 
book. 

Half Bound - Usually a book with the back and corners 
covered in one material, most often leather, and the sides 
in another material, most often decorative paper or cloth. 

Half Cloth - A half bound book with cloth-covered spine 
and corners. 
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Half Leather - A half bound book with the spine and cor¬ 
ners covered with leather. Morocco and calf are the leath¬ 
ers most often used in this style of binding. Traditionally, 
only the top edge is gilt in this style of binding; more often 
all the page edges are stained or marbled. 

Half Title - The leaf preceding the title page and frontis¬ 
piece, if any, upon the recto of which is printed a usually 
abbreviated version of the title. Its purpose is the protect 
the title page from damage. Sometimes also called the bas¬ 
tard title or fly title. 

Halftone - A term used to describe a type of reproduc¬ 
tion of continuous tone illustrations, most often photo¬ 
graphs, which is accomplished by reducing the image to a 
series of tiny dots. The image can then be printed at the 
same time as type thus combining low cost with good re¬ 
productive quality. Though it is by far the most common 
method now used to depict coins, an inherent weakness is 
that, under magnification, all one sees are dots. To some 
extent, computer enhancement and multiple printing im¬ 
pressions can alleviate this deficiency. 

Headband - A narrow, decorative band, usually made of 
colored thread, attached inside the top and sometimes the 
bottom of the spine of a book. Originally employed to 
strengthen the binding it persists today almost entirely as 
decoration. 

Headpiece - A printed decorative device or vignette printed 
in the blank space above the beginning of a chapter of a 
book. 

Hinges - The junction between the two halves of the end¬ 
papers of a book where the body of the book is attached to 
its covers. See also Joints. 

Holland - A plain-woven linen fabric used to bind books, 
known after the country where it was first manufactured. 

Holograph - A manuscript written entirely in the hand of 
the author. 

Incunable - The English form of Incunabulum. 

Incunabulum (plural Incunabula) - Literally “things in the 
cradle,” the term has come to mean books produced dur¬ 
ing the infancy of printing, a period somewhat arbitrarily 
terminated at the end of the year 1500. Modern usage en¬ 
compasses the beginnings of printed literature in specific 
fields: thus numismatic books printed in the early to mid- 
1500s and philatelic literature from the mid-i8oos might 
respectively be termed numismatic and philatelic incun¬ 
abula. 

Inscribed Copy - Unless otherwise qualified, this term 
means that a book has been inscribed and/or autographed 
by the author. 


Interleaved - A book bound with blank leaves alternating 
with the printed leaves, usually intended to allow for hand¬ 
written notes and additions. Thin translucent paper tipped 
in the gutter margins of plates are more properly termed 
Tissue Guards. 

Japanese Vellum (or Japon Vellum) - Thick handmade 
paper with an ivory color made in Japan. Types made in 
Europe are often termed Japon Vellum. 

JOINTS - The exterior junction of the spine of a book with 
its sides. See also Hinges, a term describing the same inte¬ 
rior junction. 

Label (or Lettering Piece) - Usually.leather or paper upon 
which is printed or impressed in gilt or blind the title and 
often the author of a book. It is then trimmed to size and 
affixed to the spine, or sometimes the front cover of a book. 

Large Paper Copy - One of a usually small number of cop¬ 
ies on larger size than that used on the bulk of the edition. 
The paper used is often of superior quality and often such 
copies are intended for presentation, for subscribers, or for 
sale at a higher price than the standard edition. 

Leaf - A piece of paper comprised of one page on its front 
side (Recto) and another page on its back (Verso). 

Leather - Skin from any of a number of animals, treated 
and often artificially colored for use in covering books. 

Leatherette - A bookbinding material artificially produced 
to simulate grained leather. 

Lettering Piece - See Label. 

Levant - Premium quality morocco with a distinctive, open 
grain, given a high polish and used mostly in fine book¬ 
binding. 

Limp Binding-A style of binding books with thin, flexible 
covers made without boards. Sometimes cloth is used but 
more often vellum or leather is employed. 

Manuscript - A work written by hand. 

Marbled - A term used to describe the decorating of book 
edges or sheets of paper by transferring to them colors float¬ 
ing on the surface of a gum or size solution. The colors are 
drawn out with a stick or comb into often intricate pat¬ 
terns. Its use for endpapers gained favor in mid-seventeenth 
century Europe and it was the commonest material used 
for covering the sides of half and quarter bound books of 
the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 

Margins - The four blank borders which enclose and give 
emphasis to the type area of the page of a book. According 
to their location the four margins are known as inner or 
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gutter, head or top, foredge or outer, and tail or foot. Mar¬ 
gins are an important component of the aesthetics of book 
design. 

Mint - A numismatically inspired term used to describe a 
second-hand book in immaculate, as new condition. 

MlSBOUND - A leaf or gathering which has been misplaced 
or incorrectly folded by the binder. 

Monograph - A treatise on a single topic. 

Morocco - Sumach-tanned goatskin which has been 
treated to accentuate the grain, glazed and polished. A hand¬ 
some, durable leather, it was first produced by the Arabs of 
North Africa, particularly in Libya and Morocco, hence its 
name. It comes in a wide variety of colors and grains and is 
often used for fine bindings. 

Mottled Calf - Calfskin used to cover books which have 
been given an irregular finish by staining the leather with 
blots or flecks of acid. 

Mounted - Damaged leaves which have been laid down 
on or backed with paper. Also engravings, illustrations, pho¬ 
tographs, etc. which have been pasted or attached to the 
pages of a book. 

Niger - A durable but soft kind of morocco often used for 
fine bookbinding. It has a fine, variable grain and the slight 
variation in color and grain give it a quality difficult to 
imitate. 

Offprint - A separate printing of an article or paper which 
first appeared in a larger publication. Sometimes given its 
own pagination. 

Pagination - The sequence of numerals used to identify 
the pages of a book. 

Panelled - A term used to describe bindings in which a 
rectangle has been defined by gilt or blind ruled lines, called 
fillets, on the sides of a book. Spine panels occupy the space 
between the raised bands and the joints of a binding. 

Paper Covers (or Card Covers) - A type of binding in which 
paper covers are glued, sewn or stapled to the spine of a 
book or pamphlet. 

Pastedown - That half of an endpaper which is pasted to 
the inside covers of a book. 

Photogravure - An intaglio printing process for the mak¬ 
ing by photographic means of an image on etched copper 
from which it can be printed on to paper. 

Plates - Whole-sheet illustrations, usually printed sepa¬ 
rately from the text, most often on rectos only. 


Polished Calf - Calfskin which has been given a high fin¬ 
ish for use in fine bookbinding, often found on seventeenth 
and eighteenth century French bindings. 

Presentation Copy - A book spontaneously given to its 
recipient by the author. If requested by the recipient, it is 
more properly termed an inscribed copy. In both cases it is 
presumed that the author has written a suitable inscrip¬ 
tion in the book, most usually on the endpapers or title. 

Provenance - The pedigree of a book’s previous owner¬ 
ship. 

Quarter Bound - A book with its back covered in one 
material, usually leather or cloth, and the sides in another 
material, usually decorative paper or cloth. 

Raised Bands - Ridges on the spine of a book, usually four 
or five in number, where leather has been stretched to cover 
the cords on to which are sewn the sections of the text and 
which in turn are laced into the boards. On cased books, 
they are more properly termed false bands. 

Rebacked - A book which has had its spine replaced. Em¬ 
ployed most often with leather bindings, it may be assumed 
that the rebacking material is similar in composition and 
style to the original binding unless stated otherwise. Some¬ 
times enough of the original spine remains to permit its 
being glued to the back of the new spine. 

Recased - A book which has been re-attached to its origi¬ 
nal binding. Usually, new endpapers are used. 

Recto - The upper, or obverse, side of the leaf of a book. 
Usually the right-hand side page of an opened book though 
in Oriental books the recto would be on the left. See also 
Verso. 

Reprint - A reproduction or reissue of a work already 
printed. 

Roan - A thin, soft kind of sheepskin tanned in sumach 
and dyed and finished with a smooth or embossed grain. 
Often used as a substitute for morocco, it is not nearly as 
durable. 

Russia - A reddish brown leather made from calf or cow¬ 
hide by a special process and impregnated with birch-bark 
oil. Normally diced, it is attractive though seldom used to¬ 
day since it is not particularly durable. 

Sanserif - Type without serifs. 

Self-Covered - A pamphlet whose covers are comprised 
of the same material as its contents and are an integral part 
of the signatures of which it is comprised. 

Shaken - A term used to describe a book whose contents 
are no longer firmly attached to its cover. 
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Sheep - A soft leather, with little grain. It is usually of poor 
quality and inferior durability. 

Signature - The letters, or occasionally numerals, printed 
in the lower margin of the first (at least) leaf of each gath¬ 
ering or section of the text of a book. Intended to guide the 
binder in the correct assembly of the book, the term has 
come to mean, by extension, the gathering or section itself. 

Slipcase - A protective box for a book or set of books with 
one side open so that the spine remains visible. 

Sophisticated - A term used to describe an incomplete 
book which has been made complete by replacing the miss¬ 
ing part or parts from another copy. 

Spanish Calf - A light calfskin which has been decorated 
with large flecks of red and green acid dye. The practice 
originated in Spain. 

Spine - The part of a book which remains visible as it stands 
with its fellows on a shelf. The part of a book which is most 
usually lettered with the title, author and publisher’s name. 

Sprinkled (or Speckled) - Calf which has been darkened 
with small spots of acid. The term also is applied to the 
page edges of books which have been sprinkled with dye, 
usually dull red in color. 

Square - The inside margin of the covers of a book which 
extends beyond the edges of the pages and protects them. 

Straight-Grain Morocco - Goatskin treated to give it an 
artificial somewhat parallel pattern of grain. 

Tailpiece-A decorative device usually printed in the blank 
space at the end of a chapter. 

Tall Copy - A book whose head and tail margins are larger 
than other copies from the same printing. 

Text Illustrations - Illustrations printed within pages of 
text as opposed to separately printed plates or insets. 

Three-Quarter Binding - A book with the spine and cor¬ 
ners generously covered with cloth or leather and the rest 
of the sides in another material. Theoretically, three-quar¬ 
ters of the width at the top and bottom of the binding 
should be so covered but, practically, anything much over 
half is considered a three-quarter binding. 

Tipped-In - Lightly attached by paste or glue, usually at the 
inner edge. Sometimes plates, errata slips and single inserted 


leaves are tipped-in. More often, the term applies to extra¬ 
neous material, such as added illustrations, clippings, a let¬ 
ter from the author, etc. 

Tissue Guards - See Interleaved. 

Title Page - The page at the beginning of a book giving 
the title, author’s name, publisher and date of publication. 

Top Edge(s) Gilt - See Gilt Edges. 

Tree Calf - Calf book covers chemically treated to effect a 
pattern on the sides resembling a tree and its branches. 
Popular in the nineteenth century. 

Typescript - An original typed manuscript or a copy of it. 

Uncut - The page edges of a book which have never been 
trimmed. 

Unopened-A book whose component sections have never 
been trimmed at the edges or slit open with a paper-knife. 

Unsophisticated - A book in its original state as issued. 
Unrestored in any way. (See Sophisticated). 

Vellum - The skin of a newly born calf, kid or lamb, not 
tanned, but specially treated for writing or printing on, or 
for binding. Widely used for binding in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth century. 

Verso - The back, or reverse, side of the leaf of a book. 
Usually the lefthand side page of an opened book. 

Vignette- An illustration not enclosed in a border in which 
the edges of the picture usually shade off into the surround¬ 
ing paper. Often found on the dedication and title-pages of 
older books. 

Watermark - A distinguishing mark or design incorpo¬ 
rated into paper during its manufacture and visible when 
the sheet is held up to bright light. 

Woodcut -The earliest form of book illustration in which 
an impression is taken from an inked wood relief engrav¬ 
ing. 

Wormholes - Holes made in paper and bindings by the 
larvae of various beetles. 

Wrappers - Paper covers attached to a pamphlet or book 
and considered to be an integral part of it. Usually printed 
and on paper different than that of the text.

Ex Paul M. Fouts, with his name stamped in gilt at the base of the spine. From Seattle, Paul Fouts was American Numis¬ 
matic Association District Secretary for Western Washington in the mid-1950s. An ANA member from 1935 on, he also 
belonged to the American Numismatic Society, the Canadian Numismatic Art Society and was an active member of the 
Seattle Coin Club. According to his business card, Fouts was an “Old Coin Appraiser for Estates and Banks” and was a 
“Consultant to the Federal Government.” It is worthy of note that another Seattle numismatist, Byron F. Johnson, also 
owned a set of the first six volumes of The Numismatist, although Fouts’ appears to be by far the finer of the two. It is a 
remarkably clean, fresh set and certainly it is among the finest of the select number still extant. Fleath titled the first issue 
of his little publication The American Numismatist , but thereafter the name was shortened to The Numismatist, probably to 
avoid conflict with C. E. Leal’s The American Numismatist which had appeared two years earlier.

For many years only six sets were known, but several additional sets 
have turned up in recent years and a set or two may have been completed piecemeal. The 1894 issue bound in at the end is 
in the old format (issues from 1894 on were issued in full octavo) and is, in actuality, an advertising flyer containing 
testimonials, accompanied by biographies of those numismatists depicted on the portraits. A fabled, much celebrated 
rarity, the first six volumes of The Numismatist is perhaps the most desired single item in the entire field of American 
numismatic literature.

The final portion of the collection was less ably presented by George W. Cogan and featured patterns, an “all but uncircu¬ 
lated” 1794 dollar, Gobrecht dollars, early proof sets, rare colonials and Washingtonia and a wide variety of other American 
coins, medals and tokens. The descriptions are generally terse, with several interesting exceptions. Lot 145 ( a very fine 1867 
silver dollar), for example, details Anthon’s substantial though anonymous participation in the Mickley sale: “This Dollar 
was received by Prof. Anthon from W. E. Woodward, being the balance of a $1,000 bill expended Nov. 1st, 1867 (Mickley 
Sale) in purchases for ‘Mr. Stephens,’ and is so engraved.”

The annotations, while not all that numerous, are very interesting and appear to be in at least 
two hands. The early annotations, written in French, appear to record detailed March 1st, 1895 observations by E. Zay to A. 
J. Boucher (pertaining to Breton Nos. 503,508,5118c 516). An ink note on No. 526 records an 1837 variety. The Bout de l’lsle 
token illustrations feature pencil notes on condition and varieties desired and the section of private issue paper money is 
also annotated in ink. A wonderful association copy of this great classic work - still in wide use today - presented by its 
famous author to one of the greatest Canadian coin collectors of all time. W. W. C. Wilson is famous among American 
numismatists as well for the 1925 sale of his remarkable Canadian collection by Wayte Raymond, which also contained 
many great American rarities.

Extremely rare and one of the most delightful bits of Numismatica Americana ever issued. It appears to have been distrib¬ 
uted at W. Elliot Woodward’s March 20-25,1865 Sixth Semi-Annual Sale, as an “Addenda.” Under a later sale, Attinelli 
jocularly observes that “Mr. ‘Gointoem Strong,’. . .offered an extremely curious, rare, and unique collection at public sale, 
but, at the last moment, withdrew it entirely.” The full story is found on page 91 of Attinelli: “This catalogue was the 
production of Mr. Charles Chaplin of Charlestown District, Boston, Mass., a prominent numismatist, one of the most 
active members of the Boston Numismatic Society, and at the same time one of the more modest and retiring. Those who 
have not the good fortune to possess a copy of the catalogue, are referred to Vol. IV, p. 7 of the ‘American Journal of 
Numismatics,’ where it has been deservedly honored with a less perishable form for its wit and lively sense of the ludicrous. 
On page 8 of the same volume may be found a ‘pome’ from the same pen, but which was furnished to that journal by 
another gentleman, whose full initials are ‘S. S. C.’f By some it was thought (erroneously, however) that the squib was 
written with ‘malice prepense’ to satirize the descriptive coin catalogues of other parties. The following explanation will 
elucidate the history of its origin and ‘raison d’etre.’ —Mr. Chaplin’s vocation is that of a printer; one day while his work¬ 
men were at dinner, he availed himself of a few leisure moments, numismatist-like, to look over some old coins, the refuse 
of a recent purchase, which were in his desk, it was such a ‘very poor’ lot that it so strongly excited his sense of the ridicu¬ 
lous, that he was impelled to at once take up a ‘composing stick’ and catalogue the collection from sight, and without‘copy,’ 
with the result shown in the catalogue. Lot T6’ records an incident, which, those accustomed to attending auction sales 
have undoubtedly seen similar instances occur. ‘An old Half dime’ of a numismatic value of about ten of fifteen cents was 
put up for bids, none were offered, after some delay, the auctioneer said in a jocose way, ‘Who will give five dollars for this 
nice coin?’

Many of the choice gold specimens were purchased at the sale by 
Georges de La Bouglise, a French mining engineer. At the sale of his collection in Paris in 1911, the whole was purchased by 
Albert C. Burrage of Boston who subsequently bequeathed it to the Harvard Mineralogical Museum, where many of the 
outstanding specimens in the Dohrmann collection can be seen today. Much additional information concerning this land¬ 
mark sale is to be found in Lawrence H. Conklin’s “Anatomy of a Mineral Sale: The Dohrmann Collection,” appearing in 
the January-February, 1992 issue of The Mineralogical Record.

Henry Chapman did in fact sell part of the Canadian collection in 
his June 130,1911 sale but the balance was offered the following year by Ben Green. Judging from some of the comments in 
the catalogue at hand, Morris was not an easy person to deal with. By several bulk lots, he writes “Lumpt (sic) too much.” 
While he sometimes records items on which he made a good profit, he complains about his twenty cent pieces “all sold at 
a loss.” His 1792 half disme cost $16.75 and sold for $11.00. He laments about several items available from Chapman at fixed 
prices far higher than equivalent ones sold in his sale. After a lot of seventy French medals bringing 15c per piece, he 
complains: “throwed (sic) away.” Of a lot of 101 Chicago store cards selling @ 74 he laments: “I gave 3“ for some of these.” 
The first four fine photographic plates depict a wide variety of items (many colonials, early U. S. silver, a 1795 Washington

The coin in question was an 1849 Cincinnati Mining and Trading Company $10, 
described by Chapman as “Border milled. Very fine. Excessively rare, the only one known to me outside of that exhibited at 
the Mint in Philadelphia and which being the property of the United States Government is forever withdrawn from com¬ 
petition. This and the preceding piece are probably the highest prized of all the Private Mine Gold Coins.” Unfortunately, 
the coin was not illustrated though it still managed to bring $3,000. The Taylor/Windle bid book contains a handwritten 
note by Henry Chapman confirming that this coin is the probably unique plain edge specimen. It also notes that it and the 
Conway $5 were purchased by eraser (H. O. Granberg) who bid $2,500 +++ on both. (Thanks are due the present owner of 
the Taylor/Windle bid book, John J. Ford, Jr., for providing the foregoing information). The Breen Encyclopedia misses this 
provenance on the Cincinnati Mining and Trading Company $10, which begins with Chapman and proceeds directly to 
Brand. Neither does Breen mention the specimen “at the Mint in Philadelphia” though he notes that the presumably 
unique plain edge Windle specimen now resides at the Smithsonian Institution (via the Lilly collection).

During the last years of his life he turned his attention he turned his 
attention particularly to the United States Gold Series, and though lacking a few of the higher rarefies (sic), he formed a 
splendid collection of the mint series of gold coins—the Eagles, including the rare 1798 and 1804, the Half Eagles, 1823, ’25 
and ’30, and the Quarter Eagles, 1796, ’97,1821 and ’26; Three Dollars—the rarefies (sic) of 1865, ’73 and ’76, the last a 
brilliant proof, and his complete set of Dollars...He had not added much to the Silver Series during recent years, but it 
contains both varieties of the very rare 1796 Half Dollar in good condition. His series of cents I sold at auction in my sale of 
November 30th, 1907.”

Chapman claimed that “He is probably the 
oldest collector in the United States, and nearly every important sale has contributed to his collection.” Twenty years his 
junior, Henry Chapman was still at the height of his considerable powers: “Suffice it to say I have not spared my faculties, 
energy or money to give in this catalogue full descriptions of the coins contained in this grand collection.” For years the 
Jenks catalogue served as the best American single reference guide to the entire range of numismatics. Of great importance 
for the fine array of ancient Greek and Roman coins alone, also featured was an incredible selection of medieval and 
modern European rarities and an especially important and extensive series of British coins. The American coins, from 
colonials to pioneer gold, were also of prime importance. Chapman cautioned that “Such a splendid collection as this is 
can only be secured by a liberal expenditure of money” and coaxed: “the outlay to publish this catalogue has been very 
great, and I trust collectors will show their appreciation of my efforts by either attending in person or commissioning 
myself or others to execute their bids.” This monumental catalogue was Henry Chapman’s magnum opus and remains the 
capstone of his illustrious career. The total amount realized of $61,379.46 was a lofty sum at the time though nowadays a 
great many lots would alone bring far more. For many years it was widely employed by American coin dealers and collec¬ 
tors as a reference work on coins of the world and ancient coins.

It is well known that this work was originally issued in 
parts by subscription so it is not surprising that copies come clothed in a wide range of bindings. Black or dark half leather, 
usually morocco, seems to predominate but beyond that the differences are myriad. It is true that the author sold the 
finished work both unbound and bound and that the latter are identifiable by a gilt impression of the Nova Constellatio 
Mark on the upper cover. These, however, seem to have been commissioned a few at a time and, being hand-bound, tend to 
vary from copy to copy. Even the 1878 Estes & Lauriat imprint, though usually seen in brown half morocco, seems not to 
have been bound uniformly in quantity. The copy offered here and its identical twins were probably bound shortly after 
1886 when Lyman Low purchased the remainder of the edition from Crosby. Low immediately reduced the price from 
$15.00 to $6.00 for copies bound in half morocco and this cloth edition was doubtless an attempt to market bound copies 
at an even more attractive price. The run must have been small, perhaps a few dozen or so. Nowadays copies appear on the 
market but rarely. Though the overall condition of this example is not remarkable, the binding itself is perhaps the best 
preserved of any we have ever seen.

In a series of four AJN articles appearing in 1896 and 1897 Crosby presented the results of 
his research in the intervening quarter century. Later in 1897 this edition of 200 copies, reprinted with additions, was 
separately issued. Sheldon thought highly of the work, noting: “Crosby’s book was so accurate and complete that in the half 
century since its publication no further varieties of 1793 have been found.” This is perhaps the finest copy we have ever 
encountered - the extremely fragile card covers are clean and fully intact, as are the plates and text.

Perhaps Attinelli confused the cover and 
publication dates (the most likely explanation since other such copies exist); perhaps the edition at hand was unknown to 
him; or? While J. Grieg donated the bulk of the foreign and ancient coins, E. J. Miller was the predominant donor of 
American coins, including a date set of large cents, complete through 1853, with even an “1815.” Bringing in a Philadelphian 
to catalogue the collection surely was a testimonial to Davids’ numismatic skills. Interesting additional information on this 
pioneer American numismatist may be found in Joel Orosz’s Fall 1996 “The Printer’s Devil” article in The Asylum.

Dickeson was by nature a popularizer and 
showman. He toured the country for several years in the early 1850s lecturing on North American archeology and excavat¬ 
ing Indian mounds. His lecture was enhanced by a painting, 348 feet long and over seven feet high entitled Monumental 
Grandeur of the Mississippi Valley. It was meant to be rolled up on two poles, then unrolled like a film strip to reveal various 
historical and archeological scenes pertinent to the lecture. His Numismatic(al) Manual (the al was dropped after the first 
edition), while not so spectacular, was clearly intended to reach a mass market. Handsome in format and visual presenta¬ 
tion, it was distributed by a major publisher of the day and written in an authoritative manner. Dickeson even envisaged, 
“if it should be approved, to prepare an edition for the use of schools.” Until the appearance of Breen’s magnum opus in 
1988 it remained the only comprehensive work on American numismatics ever published.

William Hartman Woodin pur¬ 
chased the collection intact from Gschwend and, after removing a small number of coins needed for his collection, con¬ 
signed it to Elder. Very scarce with plates. Elder called it “the finest and most important that has been held in this city since 
the Parmelee sale in 1890.” Originally from Pennsylvania, Gschwend later moved to New York City, engaging in the dry 
goods business on Fifth Avenue. At the time of the sale, he was “one of the few remaining numismatists of the days when 
such men as Messrs Mickley, Newlin, Cogan, Woodard (sic), Bushnell, Hazeltine (sic), and Levick held their sway in the 
realm of coin collecting.”

Eight of the plates illustrate large cents; three plates depict United States gold coins; four plates illustrate silver 
dollars; two plates depict halves; one plate illustrates quarters; one plate depicts dimes; two plates illustrate pattern silver 
dollars and ten early half dimes; three plates depict ancient, medieval and modern foreign coins; and four plates illustrate 
pioneer gold rarities.

His 
coin collection was remarkably varied but is best known for its outstanding collection of California and other pioneer gold 
coins. Elder explains the reason for this predilection in his introduction: “The late Dr. George Alfred Lawrence was born at 
Lawrence, California, a settlement named for his ancestors, on June 6th, 1869. As California was the principal seat of the 
coinage of private gold issued between 1849 and 1855, it was natural that the Doctor should specialize in the American 
Private Gold Coinages.” Plated copies of the Lawrence catalogue have long been desirable and are but rarely obtainable.

Although the technical numismatic information is not always accurate, read¬ 
ing Evans is enjoyable and instructive. Particularly amusing is his kow-towing to Mint officials in office at the time the 
various editions were published. Lavish biographies, usually enhanced by a portrait plate, were de rigueur. In this way he 
apparently was able to retain his position as the primary supplier of Mint histories.

Facsimile titles of all three title pages are featured, along 
with testimonials and “Opinions of the Press.” It is doubtful, however, that 
serious work had begun on a work that certainly would have greatly acceler¬ 
ated the growth of coin collecting in America. It was not until nine years later 
that Groux’s grand vision was fulfilled in part by Montroville Dickeson. A 
likable scalawag, Groux’s various proposals over the years were rarely suc¬ 
cessful. Of the collector and his collection (a portion of which was sold at 
auction in 1874), Attinelli wrote: “This was probably the last portion of the 
collection of the noted Frenchman, who commenced some twenty-five years 
ago to hold forth his collection as one of almost fabulous value. Great in number it undoubtedly was, some pieces were 
certainly rare, but all were by him over-estimated. His undoubted industry in seeking and tracing out the origin and ‘raison 
d’etre’ was with him a labor of love, with a hope at the same time, that it would prove remunerative. The following.. .marginal 
note by his own hand, copied from one of the volumes.. .of his numismatic library, will best serve to show the straits in 
which he, at times, found himself—‘home! D. E. Groux 3 March 1857.. .have finished to-day to translate Extracts of these 7 
Vol. [Kohler’s Munz Belustigung] and other works in French Spanish Danish and poor me after the finishing of my 
herculean work I have barely bread and all my poor things are pledged, Griddy America is a poor land for Scientific men D. 
E. Groux.’ It was undoubtedly in one of these straits that he, an enthusiast himself, sufficiently inspired a lady of his 
acquaintance, a resident of Washington, with a sufficient enthusiasm, to induce her to loan him several times its value, 
upon the collection which he placed in her hands as security for the loan. Years rolled on, loan nor interest being paid, till 
death removed the numismatist from his earthly idols, which, after a further lapse of years, were at this time brought under 
the hammer.”

This 
change gave apparent security for a time...But this delusion was suddenly dispelled by the appearance in our midst of 
counterfeit greenbacks...This, together with the numerous and dangerous counterfeits of the new national currency, in¬ 
duced the author to apply to the Secretary of the United States Treasury for certain cuts and dies used on the greenbacks 
and other national bills...after a thorough investigation, permission was granted.. .1 am, therefore, through the kindness 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, enabled in this new edition to give fac-simile cuts and dies from nearly all the Government 
issues, thus placing in the hands of all the means of detecting the most skillfully prepared counterfeits that can be executed.

Thus, Newman 
notes, “the comparison of the same edition of the Banking House size to the same edition of the Pocket size serves little 
purpose as there are too many differences.” Banking House and Counting Room editions are encountered far less fre¬ 
quently than their “Pocket” counterparts and it seems clear that not only were fewer copies originally issued but those that 
were made generally saw far heavier use, thus inordinately affecting their survival rate.

“The progress of numismatic investigation and record in the 
United States has of late been truly remarkable.. .Not until 1858, however, did a work appear devoted exclusively to Ameri¬ 
can coins. The ‘Historical Account of American Coinage,’ by John H. Hickcox, was published at Albany, N. Y., in August 
last.” — William S. Frederick Mayers (in a paper read before the American Numismatic Society on November 19,1858 and 
reprinted the following year in Nortons Literary Letter). Only 200 copies were issued. The author writes in the preface: “The 
design of this work is to give an account of the legally authorized coinage of the United States of America during the 
periods of their colonial history and their existence as a united republic. Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore been 
attempted, nor is there any separate publication on either our colonial or early federal coinage. The materials have been 
collected by consulting early periodicals, congressional and legislative documents and other works, and through an exten¬ 
sive correspondence with gentlemen in other states. In the concluding chapter is given a catalogue of pieces which have 
been neither legally issued, nor can they, with one or two exceptions, be considered as tradesmen’s tokens, but were the 
inventions of individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or patterns of coinage for the newly formed republic.. .The 
modern coinage of the United. States having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise by Messrs. Eckfeldt and Du 
Bois, it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the engravings contained in that work.” Unfortunately for Hickcox, his 
pioneering work was almost immediately overshadowed by Montroville Wilson Dickeson’s American Numismatical Manual. 
First issued in 1859 by a major publisher, it went through three editions in six years. Dickeson’s work was the first attempt 
to cover the entire range of American numismatics, a goal which he largely if imperfectly accomplished. Though smaller in 
size and scope, Hickcox’s work is richer in historical detail and more elegant in style. It will always be one of the great 
landmarks in American numismatic literature.

inside were about equally divided in contents between Mr. Idler’s two interests in 
life.. .if no general customer was present, and you could induce him to open his 
safe and lay out two or three trays in a melancholy way, you would often find 
choice pickings and get some good bargains. All the leading Philadelphia collec¬ 
tors visited him at frequent intervals as well as many from other cities, and his 
many years of acquaintance with the numismatic world, and the regard in which 
he was held, caused him to be a medium of transfer of rich resources.. .His nu¬ 
mismatic callers will miss him greatly.” According to Don Taxay, in The U. S. Mint and Coinage, Idler was “one of the most 
favored individuals ever to have had dealings with the Mint.” Pete Smith, in American Numismatic Biographies, observes 
that Idler s daughter married John W. Haseltine.” This Idler/Philadelphia Mint/Haseltine nexus bore fruit in Haseltine’s 
April 12,1870 auction of Idler s coin collection, featuring, according to John Adams, “Superb patterns, many appearing for 
the first time. Newman and Bressett, in The Fantastic 1804 Dollar, further implicate the triumvirate in the distribution of 
1801,1803,1803 and 1804 $1.00 restrikes.

The collection was withdrawn for reasons alluded to in connection with his collection of medals.f 
M r. Borg was for many years the Consul of France in New York. A gentleman of culture and refined tastes, whose affection 
for his coins gave them greater value in his estimation than they would bring before a less appreciative audience .5 There 
were other separate catalogues comprising furniture, paintings, etc., but, as they contain no coins, are not otherwise re¬ 
ferred to.” The two numismatic catalogues are apparently of the greatest rarity and the set of sales offered here enjoys an 
enviable provenance.

Included are tokens of 
Upper and Lower Canada and Nova Scotia. The date set of United States large cents is complete, excepting only 1803. In the 
Fall, 1996 issue of The Asylum, an informative and thoughtful article by David Hirt appeared, wondering if Mrs. Marshall 
may have “been the first American female coin collector” and terming her catalogue “a very interesting piece of numis¬ 
matic literature from the early days of American coin collecting.”

Very rare. Rendered obsolete by later research, this work is remembered beyond its landmark status mostly for the colorful 
appellations given by Dr. Maris to the thirty-nine varieties of 1794 cents that he managed to identify. The names include 
The Coquette, Scarred Head, Venus Marina, Roman Plica, Double Chin, and Patagonian. Born in 1832, Maris graduated from 
medical school in 1855. According to W. T. R. Marvin “He began his collection soon after engaging in practice, as many 
others have done, by the effort to complete a set of the U. S. Cents, and then of the national coinage.. .His first contribution 
to the literature of the science was his well-known work on the Cents of 1794, still regarded as a high authority.” To numis¬ 
matic bibliophiles and copper enthusiasts, this fragile little pamphlet is most significant, being the first separately pub¬ 
lished work on United states cents and half cents. Given its ephemeral appearance, few of the 100 copies printed appear to 
have survived the ravages of time and uncaring earlier collectors. One or two examples similarly bound have been seen in 
recent years and it is quite possible, i( not likely, that Maris specially bound up a small number of copies as here. At the end 
of the cent section in this copy, neatly added in pencil, is a listing of varieties discovered after publication (Nos. 40-54), with 
corresponding Doughty and Hays numbers in separate columns.

The second of four sales featuring portions of Mickley’s famous collection; the first and fourth conducted by 
Woodward, the third by Haseltine. Of this auction, issued several months after Mickley’s death, Frossard observed in 
Numisma:“To judge by the catalogue, compiled by E. Mason, Jr., this sale will be one of the most attractive of the season.. The 
American series contain pieces for the purchase of which the most lively competition will take place, and the Numismatic 
books alone would have been worthy of a separate catalogue.” The book section is indeed impressive, highlighted by 
“Cogan’s MSS” of the 1859 Foote sale! The contents of the catalogue also suggest that a more literal interpretation of 
Mickley’s title as “the father of American numismatics” may be warranted. Lots 905-918 comprised coin dies which were 
confiscated by the Government before the sale, although the heirs reportedly received compensation. These dies were 
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mostly part of a group discarded by the Mint and sold as scrap metal. In the late 1860s, Cogan and Mickley restruck several 
large cents from dies originally in the group, most notably those dated 1804. These cent dies were later sold to Dickeson and 
Haseltine but included in this catalogue were official dies for a number of denominations, from half cent to half eagle. In 
addition to the note headlined above, concerning nine of the “United States Steel Dies, Hubs, &c.” confiscated by the 
Government, Randall observes: “907 [17971 Hub —John Adams, Mint Medal] was purchased privately by the U. S. Mint at 
$40.00.”

It should be noted 
that Clapp and Mehl were not exactly friends. Legend has it that Clapp once told Mehl that he was mendacious, and, not 
aware of the word s meaning, Mehl thanked him. Dr. Sheldon was also critical of the catalogue. Commenting on Mehl’s 
statement concerning one of the French cents that “The box in which coin comes is marked as having cost $1,000.00,” 
Sheldon wrote: “Some Box! ’ Nonetheless, the French catalogue, though overloaded with the usual Mehl hyperbole and 
malapropisms, is still important to large cent collectors. At the time, sales from the catalogue were less than a commercial 
triumph, though it featured wonderful large cents. Many of the coins appeared years later in various Mehl sales and others 
changed hands for considerably less than the original asking prices. Doubtless, the beginning of the Depression was not a 
good time to sell coins. On balance, however, with this attractive production Mehl raised the importance of the fixed price 
catalogue to a new level and helped to further broaden interest in this staple of American numismatics.

Mehl himself, in a 1946 letter to Thomas Elder, described the Atwater 
auction as “the most important I have ever held.” Of the three special leatherbound Mehl sales known to have been issued, 
only the deluxe Atwater catalogue combines extreme rarity and importance. Probably fewer than a dozen copies were origi¬ 
nally issued. Included with this example is a copy of the sale scarce prospectus and a signed letter to “My dear Mr. Hines”

been completed but not published when he died at age 75. Miller’s contribution, The State Coinage of Connecticut, and 
Ryder’s monographs on Vermont and Massachusetts, instantly became standard works. Originally published as Volume 
LIU, Part I, of the American Journal of Numismatics, the work was soon thereafter reprinted, as here, in a limited edition. 
Both versions are scarce, but this separately published edition is usually preferred. Miller’s top collection of large cents was 
sold in 1917. Months after his death, his superb collection of English and ancient Roman coins was sold at auction by 
Thomas Elder. This remarkable sale also featured, as John Adams aptly termed it, his “definitive Connecticut cents.”

Arranged chronologically rather than by denomination, this innovation was not well received at the time 
and has seldom been used since. A famous Boston bean baker, Parmelee began collecting by sorting through the large cents 
from his daily receipts. He sold duplicates but continually upgraded his personal collection. In his first major coup, he 
purchased the superb collection formed by George F. Seaby, which was slated to be sold at auction. He acquired the Brevoort 
collection in 1876, the magnificent Bushnell collection in 1882, and purchased many rarities from Sylvester Crosby. His 1890 
sale, while not a great commercial success, was certainly an exciting affair and brought $21,500. Only one hundred copies of 
the catalogue were issued with plates, most attractively tinted to approximate the metal color of the coins depicted.

He was on particularly intimate terms with the large 
cent aristocracy—George Clapp, T. James Clarke, Carl Wtirtzbach, Henry Hines and Howard Newcomb. Large cents are 
well represented in the Morgenthau sales, with Macallister’s friends serving both as active buyers and regular consignors. In 
addition, Macallister handled many private transactions, serving as an all-purpose intermediary for those who chose to be 
one step removed from the commercial aspects of the hobby. According to Dr. Sheldon, the man knew his coppers and, 
moreover, was liked as well as trusted by those with whom he dealt.? The Raymond-Macallister team authored no less 
than fifty-four (sic) auction sales. Raymond secured most of the consignments; Macallister did most of the cataloguing. 
The content of the sales is quite good, with eight of the fifty-four (sic) receiving an A rating. Specialties found in particular 
abundance include large cents, early proofs and American gold, the latter being fostered in part by Roosevelt’s success in 
demonetization.”

The 
role of Augustus B. Sage in the popularization of American numismatics has gone largely unappreciated until the appear¬ 
ance this year of Q. David Bowers’ magnum opus , American Numismatics Before the Civil War, 1760 - 1860 , Emphasizing the 
story of Augustus B. Sage. In a brief period of time, Sage’s contributions were valuable and many. According to Adelson, he 
“was one of the most important founders of the (American Numismatic) Society.” Informal meetings in 1858 at his resi¬ 
dence, in fact, led to its formation. His writings in the New York Sunday Dispatch in 1857, entitled “Gleanings from Coins,” 
were widely read and prompted a series of witty responses from Charles Bushnell. Sage conducted his first coin auction in 
1855 and held three more in 1859.

the second and third plates illustrate rare United States patterns; plate four 
depicts large cents for the most part; and the last two plates illustrate the highlights of the famous Maris collection of New 
Jersey coins which was sold as a single lot at the sale and remained intact until dispersed at the Garrett sale a century later. 
In the preface, Smith described the collection thus: “In offering the American, Colonial, and Pattern Departments of the 
Cabinet of Dr. Maris at public auction, I would direct attention to the fact that there is scarcely an undesirable piece in the 
Catalogue. A number of the coins are believed to be unique; very many are of great rarity; and all, with few exceptions, are 
in unusually fine condition... 1 think it may safely be said, without fear of contradiction, that never before has there been a 
one day’s sale that contained so many rare and valuable American coins.” Smith concludes by noting: “It may appear 
singular to some that I should have a coin sale in Philadelphia. In deference to the wishes of Doctor Maris, it was concluded 
best to have the sale in the city where he resides. I acknowledge material assistance from the owner, in the preparation of 
the catalogue.” Indeed. Except for the separately issued Preface often not present, Harlan Page Smith’s name does not 
appear anywhere else in the catalogue. The review of the sale in the October, 1886 American Journal of Numismatics sheds 
much light on these curious circumstances: “Dr. Maris having prepared his own catalogue of his own collection, offered 
the same at auction through Messrs. Stans (sic)V. Henkels 8c Co., Philadelphia, June 21st last. Some statements having been 
made as to this sale which are incorrect, we are authorized to say, that although the name of a New York dealer was placed 
on the title page, that gentleman did ‘not own a single piece in it,’ and Dr. Maris was ‘driven to the necessity of placing it 
there by the attitude of other dealers, who protested against a collector cataloguing his own collection.’ We have no knowl¬ 
edge who the dealers were who so protested, but our information as to matters alluded to comes to us most directly. The 
collection was rich in the specialties in which Dr. Maris has so long been interested and brought good prices.”

The valedictory of the editor, 
Thomas Ollive Mabbott, in the final issue of Numismatic Review capsulizes its importance: “In bidding farewell, tempo¬ 
rarily or permanently, to our readers, we feel it fitting to point out that we believe we have been successful in carrying on 
during a difficult period, a numismatic magazine which has presented a number of distinguished contributions to science, 
chiefly from the numismatists of our own country, but also from scholars laboring in almost every part of the world.”

This pleasingly-produced work is an important contribution to our knowledge of early mint operations and activities. In 
1907 Stewart’s electrical supply firm purchased the group of three brick buildings comprising the first United States Mint, 
in operation from 1792 until 1832. Abandoned and forgotten, Stewart endeavored to renew interest in this historic site: “I 
made up my mind that none should ever criticize me for destroying the First United States Mint without an attempt at 
preservation. Here was a building that was unique in the history of the United States.” Sadly, his efforts failed, and this work 
was written “to put on record dozens of facts about the property known only to myself.” For seventeen years, he “searched 
original manuscripts in the form of letters, diaries, documents and account books, also Government reports and contem¬ 
poraneous newspapers of the First Mint.” He also “interviewed descendants of persons connected with the Mint more than 
a century ago.” In addition he took numerous photographs of the buildings, many of which are reproduced in this volume.

Although the catalogue is usually attributed to Strobridge, Woodward, as John Adams 
notes, had a strong hand in its conduct and promotion. In listing his output, Woodward himself designated it as Sale “C”. 
The quality of the two fine plates of American colonial coins varies widely from copy to copy. The plates in this example are 
crisp and fresh. Names of buyers at the sale recorded herein include Woodward, Mason, Cohen, Sims, Gilbert, Crosby, 
Elliot, Brevoort, Seavey, Rust, Parsons, Brown, Fonrobert, Alvord, Mclaughlin (sic), Maris, Levick, Hall, etc. The Isle of Man 
collection, including Clay’s book on the topic, sold as a single lot to Woodward for $205.00. The two rare printed sale 
announcement letters, both soliciting bids, are bound in. The letters were necessary because, as Cogan notes, “my friend 
(Mr. Strobridge) has not thought it worthwhile to name those who usually take orders and attend the sale for the purpose 
of executing them.” He goes on to name Mason & Co., of 139 North Ninth Street, Philadelphia, “and your humble servant, 
who is for a few months carrying on his business at his private residence.” Mason 8c Co. are not so magnanimous, mention¬ 
ing only themselves and noting that “We pride ourselves upon purchasing coins at sales at low prices (feeling no interest in 
keeping up high prices).” The active participation of Julius Fonrobert in this sale (5 Lord Baltimore lots, Carolina Elephant 
piece, 1733 Trial Piece Rosa Americana, George I Pattern for a Penny, etc.) raises the possibility that he may have been the 
source of the “Dexter” 1804 silver dollar sold by Adolph Weyl in 1884. Surely he would have visited Philadelphia during his 
visit to America to attend the Clay sale. Perhaps when Adolph Weyl sold Fonrobert’s remarkable collection of North American 
coins, tokens and medals in 1878 some choice items were held out, ultimately coming to sale six years later.

One of the great rarities among nineteenth century American auction sale catalogues issued with photographic illustra¬ 
tions — virtually unknown combined with prices and buyers’ names.

Though the 
numismatic pickin’s are slim, the catalogue more than satisfies Attinelli’s crite¬ 
ria, especially those employed for earlier sales. A brief perusal revealed seven lots 
of numismatic interest: “165. Worthless Bills ($10); 166. American Silver Dollars; 
167. Lot of Silver Corn (sic); 168. Spanish Coin; 172. Pennies; 178. Gold coin; 282.1 
small Box containing Coin.”

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impressive array of rarities in all series. Very scarce. Jackson was a Boston stock broker who began collecting coins in 1888. 
Nearly 500 patterns were listed, comprising, according to the auction firm, “the largest and finest collection ever catalogued 
for sale.” The plated edition, “bound in fine blue cloth, stamped with gold,” sold for $5.00. While perhaps a bit more 
available than other plated United States Coin Company sales, it would appear that relatively few “De Luxe edition” copies 
were issued and they seldom come to market today. The example at hand features uniformly superb impressions of the 
plates and is probably the finest illustrated copy we have ever encountered. Photographic prints of this era seem by nature 
to be quite variable in quality. This is largely attributable to the imperfect photographic “fixing” solutions in use at the time. 
Often, the prints have continued to expose slowly over time. In the numismatic arena, the Chapman brother and United 
States Coin Company plates seem to be especially susceptible and the great majority of plated Malcolm Jackson catalogues 
encountered seem to contain at least a few plates of questionable quality. Until now, we had serious doubts that any Jackson 
catalogue extant featured a full complement of plates still “fixed” at the ideal exposure.

Also included is a copy of the reprint and two Coin 
World clippings. This notable early report was made on November 29,1796, by the third Mint Director, Elias Boudinot, at 
the behest of Secretary of State Timothy Pickering. While the report includes “abstracts of the bullion and coin received 
and issued from the Mint, since its first establishment” (i.e., mintage figures), the main thrust of the report is an explana¬ 
tion of the high expenses of the Mint. As Taxay writes, Boudinot “attributed these to the manner in which they were 
required to assay, melt and refine the bullion. Boudinot asked for the appointment of a permanent melter and refiner, and 
the establishment of a $10,000 bullion fund.” A very rare early report underscoring the many problems encountered by our 
first Mint and the successful efforts of devoted early Directors to prevent its abolition by Congress.

Earlier in the year his house was broken 
into and, although only foreign coins were taken, the experience so 
unnerved Mickley that, fearing another burglary, he promptly sold 
the remaining portion of the collection to Woodward. He lived, and 
traveled widely, for a number of years thereafter and, though he con¬ 
tinued to collect coins from the places his journeys took him, he never 
regained the enthusiasm of the earlier years. A quite wonderful ex¬ 
ample of this quite wonderful catalogue, being a special limited edition belonging to an obviously enthusiastic and knowl¬ 
edgeable though unknown early collector and later in the marvelous library of one of the finest American numismatists of 
our time. The article from the Norfolk County (Mass.) Journal present here appears to be the original source for the report 
concerning the sale appearing in the June, 1867 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics.

The antiquary Maurice Johnson (1688-1755) was, according to the Dictionary of National Biogra¬ 
phy, “an excellent numismatist, had a large cabinet of medals, and prepared a numismatic history of the kings of Britain 
from the time of Julius Caesar to the end of the reign of Queen Anne, as well as ‘A Dissertation on the Mint at Lincoln,’ read 
before the Spalding Society in 1740. Perhaps more significantly, he founded this society in 1709-1710 (formally called ‘The 
Gentleman’s Society’) and designed a bookplate for it which was engraved by George Vertue in 1710. Johnson’s own book¬ 
plate is unsigned.
